London, April 20. — The situation in 
South Africa continued to absorb a largo 
sharp of public attention and apprehen- 
sion for the safety of English men in 
Matabeleland, particularly in Buluwayo, 
is not abated. There is an appreciable 
sense of relief over the news that, a sup- 
ply train from Mafeking has got through 
tn Buluwayo and Hint the reinforcements 
for the Imperial troops from Matching 
are being rapidly pushed forward to the 
relief of the place, which is to all intents 
and purposes heleagned, heing so closely 
infested by the natives that numerous 
skirmishes are occurring almost in the 
outskirts of the town. Friends of the 
people in Buluwayo, and this includes 
so far as sentiment 13 concerned, all 
Englishmen, are relieved to hear that no 
extensive offensive movement is planned 
at present against the natives. There 
have been grave fears that the whites 
would be rash and invite a disaster. 

The Times will to-morrow publish a 
despatch from Pretoria, which says: 
" President Kruger's reply to Mr. Cham- 
berlain is friendly and concilatory, hut 
it fails to advance the negotiations. It 
repeats that the President cannot ask 
the Volksrad to consent to his visit to j 
England until a basis lor the discussion 
is settled. No agreement has yet been 
arrived at, but hope is still entertained 
of a satisfactory settlement, say^ Presi- 
dent Kruger. "The Transvaal, he con- 
tinues, cannot admit any right of foreign 
power to interfere with its international 
matters. It relies on its independence 
in that respect provided by London con- 
vention." 

In its editorial commenting on Presi- 
dent Kruger's reply to Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain, the Times says: " If 
President Kruger and his supporters 
fully close their eyes to obvious facts 
and obdurately refuse to redress the 
grievances of the Uitlanders, circum- 
stance^ may occur that will force us to 
rely upon the primary right of all com- 
munities to save themselves irom im- 
minent peril." 
j The reply of President Kruger to the 
invitation of Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain to visit England in order to dis- 
cuss with him what remedies can he 
applied to the grievances of the Uit- 
landers in the Transvaal, is the newest 
factor in the South African problem 
The reply is not accorded a very kindly 
reception by the English public. They 
do not see in it a peaceful augury for the 
settlement of the differences between 
Great Britain and the Transvaal, and 
the reopening of the differences with 
others which must be an incident of the 
reopening of the differences with the 
Transvaal is not viewed with com- 
placency. 

The Liberal press is querulous as to 
the intentions of the government to- 
wards the burghers. The tension of 
feeling in the Transvaal over the increase 
of the British forces in South Africa 
is clearly shown by reports from corre- 
spondents and the attitude of Germany 
is felt to be unchanged in its sympathy 
with President Kruger and his burghers. 

Many factors have been developed in 
the African problem sin e the beginning 
of the year, nol only (01 South Africa, 
but for the whole of the continent. It 
is a question how f:ir these new factors 
may operate to prevent, a recurrence of 
the strained European relations of the 
tirst part of the year, if the Transvaal 
and the British government shall as- 
sume an open unfriendly attitude to- 
wards each other. 

" A large force of Roers, estimated at 
1 ,500, is massed twenty-live miles from 
Mafeking (which is on the borders of 
the Transvaal) with n machine gun. 
Their purpose ostensibly is to prevent 
the spread of the rinderpest, but they 
are really there because another raid 
is feared owing to the massing of 
British troops here to be forwarded 
to Buluwayo (Dr. Jameson's raid started 
into the Transvaal from Mafeking). Mr. 
Duncan telegraphed to Earl Cray from 
Buluwayo that the chief fear there is 
from the natives inside the town. lie 
adds that owing to the employment of 
dynamite and barbed wire and the addi- 
tion of new forts the laager is considered 
impregnable." 

A despatch from Mafeking to the 
Times, dated Saturday, says: "There 
has been a meeting here of lepresenta- 
tives of Cape Colony, Natal, the Trans- 
vaal, Orange Free State, and the Char- 
tered South Africa Company, by whom 
the whole of Bechuanaland was declared 
to bo infected with rinderpest. It. was 
resolved that there was necessity for 
combined action. 



GERMANY AND AUSTRIA. 

The Understanding Between Them Not 
Strengthened by the Movements 
of the Kuiser. 

Berlin, April 20.— The German press 
has had an outburst of temper owing to 
an article in the Morning Post, of Lon- 
don, which is considered offensive to

A FAR GRAVER ASPECT. 

The Eastern Question Much More Compli- 
cated by the RussoChinesc 
Secret Treaty. 

London, April 20.— The alleged terms 
of the secret treaty between Russia and 
China have been re-printed from a Ger- 
man paper, and have created a bad im- 
pression, though it is evident that the 
statements made are not wholly true. 
According to the story China permits 
Russia in the time of war to use any of 
her ports to mobilize, repair and coal 
her warships, and to raise supplies in 
China. The latter also allows Russia to 
use Port Arthur, Kiangsboo or any port 
on the Kiangsboo or Cliekiang as a naval 
or military base. Other startling pro- 
visions include a branch line of the Si- 
berian railroad to Talienwan, con- 
trolled conjointly for fifteen years 
by Russia and China. Then the latter, 
if capable, takes charge of the rail- 
road. There is a virtual cession to Rus- 
sia of an island opposite Talienwan and 
several points on the south side, as a 
protection to the Siberian railroad. 
China's markets are to be opened to 
Russian goods, and Russia is to send 
several hundred officers to drill 100,000 
Chinese troops. 

The Globe this afternoon says: "If

A later telegram received at Pretoria 
from Buluwayo says : " There was an- 
other sharp light near the northeastern 
suburb of the town. The Afrikander 
corps gallantly attacked a fort held by 
the rebels in an exceedingly strong 
position. There was a sharp hand-to- 
hand fight. The whites lost one killed 
and one wounded." 



THE KAISER'S FAMILY. 



Something Regarding the Life of the Impe- 
rial Household. 



Berlin, April 20.— Oscar Kauffman's 
hook maks public some curious details 
regarding the private life of the impe- 
rial family. It appears that the Em- 
peror contracts with his chief butler for 
meals at so much per head. An ordin- 
ary dinner costs less than $2 a plate, ex- 
clusive of wine, but on festive occasions 
the cost of a dinner varies from $5 to $10. 
The Kmpeior usually has three meals 
daily, a meal breakfast, a hot lunch and 
a six-course dinner, the latter heing al- 
ways disposed of under an hour. On 
the menu are hock, bordeaux and 
champagne daily, as table wines, and 
the cellars of the schloss hold 2,000 bot- 
tles of line wines and '1,000 cr.sks of 
other wines and liquors.

UNFAIR COMPETITION. 

Provisions of the Proposed Bill to Keiculate 
Trade in Germany. 

Berlin, April 20.— Tho government 
bill to prevent unfair competition in 
trade was considered by the Imperial 
diet on Friday. The hill provides lor 
the punishment of persons revealing 
trade secrets, which the government has 
divided into two categories; first, those 
learned by workmen in the ordinary 
courses of business, and secondly, those 
for which employers have exacted prom- 
ises of secrecy. The diet refused to pass 
the measure in this shape, and adopted 
a modified form, \by which a 
penalty is only applied to tho be- 
trayal of business secrets during time 
of service and with intent to injure 
their employers or compete with them, 
The diet also declined to accept the par- 
agraph by which editors of newspapers 
were to be held responsible for fraudu- 
lent or deceptive advertisements, ami 
passed the clause exempting editors 
from penalty unless it is proved that 
they were aware that theadvertisernents 
were deceptive. 

The reichstag oleomargarine bill, asam- 
ended in committee, renders the impor- 
tation of American oleomargarine virtu- 
ally impossible.

NEW DENVER. 
(From the Ledge.) 
A. number of prospectors have gone to 
the Needles, on the Lower Arrow lake, 
and several locations have already been 
made. 

In the dry ore belt work is being done 
on theTamarac, Exchange, Two Friends, 
Howard Fraction, Arlington, and sev- 
eral other properties. 

The concentrates from the Lucky Jim 
show 127 ounces of silver and 24 percent, 
zinc. The owners will probably build a 
concentrator on Soaton creek this sum- 
mer. 

On Springer creek, a little over a mile 
west of the Arlington, is situated the 
Ottawa, owned by Mulvey and Clement. 
An option of $25,000 has been given to 
Chas. T. Dunbar. The Ottawa has a 
ledge five feet wide of free-milling silver 
ore, and its development would be of 
great benefit to the district. 

Work is being done on four properties 
on the north fork of Carpenter creek. 
The ledge has recently been tapped on 
the Silver Key anil has shown 10 inches 
of ore. Three men are developing the 
New Columbia, a claim adjoining the 
Silver Key. Tom Wall has a tunnel in 
100 feet on the Roulette and ore all the 
way. Opposite the Roulette Jim Ryan 
has worked on a claim since last sum- 
mer. 

There is nothing gloomy about the 
prospects of the Enterprise, on Ten Mile. 
The upper tunnel is in 200 feet and 
shows IS inches of ore. The lower tun- 
nel is in 200 feet and has ore all the way 
from 5 to 20 inches in width. In the 
last 12 feet of the lower tunnel 20 tons of 
ore were taken out. Four hundred feet 
below the lower tunnel the best showing 
on the claim has been found, and as 
the snow departs two new tunnels will 
be commenced. There has been t.iken 
out of the Enterprise this winter 300 
tons of ore. 

Valentine & Abercombie, two of the 
owners of the Little Daisy, on Eight- 
Mile, expec to commence work this 
week. This property is a gold one, and 
carries hardly any silver. Free-milling 
ore was found, and depth turned it 
baser and richer. One hundred feet of 
tunnel and open cut work has been al- 
ready done, and the owners expect by 
driving 30 feet more to tap a large chute 
of ore and prove to their own satisfac- 
tion the value of the Little Daisy. 

The Silver Key is one of the oldest 
locations in the Slocan. Last November 
a company was formed with a capital of 
$100,000 and half of the stock set aside 
to develop the property. The ore crops 
out in three placeH. Work was com- 
menced near the creek, and after driving 
a cross-cut for 83 feet the ledge was 
tapped and drifting commenced on a 
four-foot lead, carrying 16 to 18 inches 
of ore. The ore from the Silver Key is 
dry, and will average 150 ounces" in 
silver, $2 to $0 in gold, and 10 to 15 per 
cent, in lead. It is the intention to 
vigorously prosecute the work on their 
property and make it a shipping mine 
as soon as possible. 

In 180'i the B. C. government offered 
a bonus of $5,000 to anyone who would 
discover a gold quartz mine and prove 
that it would pay at a depth of 25 feet. 
S. T. Walker, now a resident of New 
Denver, while on his way from Cariboo 
to Yale in the fall of '01 found a quartz 
claim on Bald mountain, oetween the 
forks of Keithley and Antler creeks, as- 
eavs of which went $27 in gold. Think- 
ing to obtain the bonus he returned with 
Homo men to where he had found the

ground on the 8th of July and com- 
menced work. After paying $10 a day 
wages and sinking a shaft fifteen feet 
the paystreak disappeared, and Mr. 
Walker was out $3,200. As it was the 
first attempt in the province to develop 
a quartz mine Governor Douglas was in 
favor of paying the $5,000, hut the gov- 
ernment voted it down, and Walker re- 
ceived nothing exept the satisfaction of 
being the first man to open a gold quartz 
lead in British Columbia. 

CARIBOO. 

(From the B. C. Mining Journal.) 

Reports from California are that many 
people from that section will visit Cari- 
boo this season. 

In the vicinity of Onion bar lignite or 
tertiary coal are known to exist, in fact 
there are layers of it to be seen between 
Churn creek and Empire valley. 

The engine of the Dominion Gold 
Dredging Company is at Ashcroft after 
lying at Drynock since last summer. It 
is on its way to Lillooet, where its 
owners have application for it dredging 
lease of a few miles on the river. 

The Seattle company that have a hy- 
draulic mine across the Fraser river a 
few miles below North Bend will soon 
begin operations. 

The spring is cold and backward, but 
for all that the grass is quite green 
around the Chilcoten hills. Cattle can 
be seen grazing for miles. Stock are in 
good condition for this time of the year 
and those that ran out last winter look 
as well as those that were fed. 

Col. Wright, of Ottawa, and associates 
in the 43rd mining company will be Ash- 
croft about the 1st of May on their way 
to Omineca. They will take in about 25 
tons of freight, including some hydraulic 
machinery. Mr. Valleau and Doc Ilal- 
loway went down from North Bend to 
the coast on Wednesday to take steamer 
to Port Simpson to go in from that way. 
We look for a good report from that sec- 
tion this season. 

The Heaver Mouth property has been 
sold to an English syndicate and the 
transfer papers are on their way across 
the water. It is uncertain how much 
work will be done this season. 

Many prospectors on foot and on 
horseback have started up the Cariboo 
road in the past week. 

S. McCartney and Oliver Red path 
have completed development work on 
the Tenderfoot al Savonus. Several 
shafts have been sunk and the ore is 
showing up splendidly. 

The group of Cinnabar mines on liar- 
die mountain have been bonded and a 
good deal >f development work will be 
carried on on these claims this summer. 
It, is contemplated to put in a diamond 
drilling plant for prospecting in the near 
future. The latest reports are that then; 
have been a few cinnabar discoveries 
made on Dead Man's creek. 

Mr. Norton, of the San Juan Mining 
Company of Norton Creek, accompanied 
by Mr. Tuttle, of Tacoma, passed 
through Ashcroft this week on their 
way to Quesnelle. The deep diggings of 
Cariboo have beer, the ones from which 
the great wealth has been taken anil 
Mr. Norton is of the opinion that their 
are many good propositions of a similar 
characted which will be opened up in 
the next few years. These ancient river 
bottoms have been found at depths vary- 
ing from 75 to 285 feet. The cost of 
drifting depends upon the character of 
the ground. In good ground a set to a 
set and a half can bo taken out in a day. 
The cost of tunneling at the San Juan 
mine has been about $2 per foot. 

That the hanks of the Fraser still con- 
tain a large amount of gold is yearly tes- 
tified by the number of Chinese that 
frequent its banks. The great bulk of 
them are rocking, although there are 
large companies formed, such as the one 
at, High Bar, which construct long 
ditches, whip-saw lumber, and use 
Bluice boxes. It is without a question, 
all these Celestials make from $1.50 to 
$3 a day. At French bar a party of Chi- 
nese have been working for years and 
are said to have made as high as $0 per 
day to the man. 

On Churn creek, or St. Mary's creek, 
some years ago there was considerable 
excitement. At first parties made as 
high as $5 per day, got on the bottom of 
the creek. The gold is of a coarse 
quality, and pieces have scaled 25 cents. 
This creek has never been thoroughly 
prospected, and there may bo places 
where mining may be carried on profit- 
ably. At the headwaters there are also 
extensive quartz ledges, and gold has 
been found iu many of the creeks as 
well.

The Most Fushlonable Season Known for 
Years— Prince of Wales nnd His 
Household. 

London, April 18. — Although it is yet 
early In the year, Loudon atrueta present 
the crowded and enlivening appearance 
peculiar to the height of the season.

PHOTOGRAPHIC DEVELOPMENT. 

The Latest Discoveries and Achievements 
of a Well Known French Investigator. 

London, April 20. — The latest develop- 
ment of photography in colors was ex- 
plained at the Royal Institute last Sat- 
urday evening by M. Lippmann, a dis- 
tinguished French investigator, who has 
succeeded in reproducing perfectly all 
colors of nature on a sensitive plate. M. 
Lippmann explained his methods, 
which were simple, and displayed re- 
sults that were marvellous. The light 
leaves traces of its energy in photograph- 
ic pictures of light and shade, but color- 
less because forms of individual waves 
or vibrations are not depicted. To secure 
this result M. Lippmann places behind 
the thin transparent gelatine, a mirror of 
mercury. This stops the rays of light 
and reflects them, thus rendering the 
vibrations practically stationary, as the 
results show. Then they .leave on the 
film an impress of each separate pris- 
matic color and shade. 

These effects are not similar to those 
of pigment, which can be seen in any 
direction. The film remains transparent, 
its hues are like those of soap bubbles 
or nacrious mother-of-pearl or other 
substances in themselves colorless — in 
oilier words — the photographic plate 
which is developed in an ordinary man- 
ner, must be held at a certain angle in 
order to see the chromatic effects. M. 
Lippmann showed by reflected electric 
lights a number of pictures produced in 
this manner, several being simple colors 
of spectrum; other photographs were of 
natural objects and scenes, including 
portraits. 



INTERNATIONAL DOUBLED E A LI N ( i 

Russia and France Said to Be Organizing 
African Tibes Against the British 
and Italians. 

London-, April is.— The interest of 
Russian in Abyssinia is arousing curios- 
ity in Europe, and there is a great deal 
of ironical comment here regarding the 
alleged Russian Red Cross expedition, 
which was fitted out by popular sub- 
scription to proceed to Masovah and 
then inland to attend the wounded Aby- 
ainians. The present Russian expedi- 
tion recalls former so-called scientific 
and religious missions which re- 
sulted in welding political links. The 
present expedition is led by General 
Shevedoff, who has as assistants Captain 
Swejagin, the Russian explorer of Abys- 
sinia; Lieut. Kocbofski, a skilled en- 
gineer oflicer ; ten "surgeons," six" as- 
sistant surgeons," (iO " attendants," one 
paymaster and three interpreters. But 
it is more than suspected that the " sur- 
geons " and "assistants" know more 
about killing men than theydoabonl heal- 
ing their wounds, and evidonce is ac- 
cumulating that both Russia and France 
have been smuggling arms and ammuni- 
tion into Abyssinia, possibly even into 
the Soudan, and the agents of these 
countries are beginning the work of or- 
ganizing the tribes against the Italians 
and British. 



Henderson's American Extravaganza 
Company, comprising seventy-t.vo peo-

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THE PEACE PROPOSITION. 

It has been denied that the proposi- 
tion made by the Ottawa Commissioners 
bears any resemblance to the arrange- 
ment made voluntarily by the New 
Brunswick majority. It is most likely 
those who made this statement with 
ouch confidence knew nothing about the 
New Brunswick system and had not 
Btudied very closely the proposition 
made by Sir Donald A. Smith. The St. 
John Sun, after reproducing Sir Donald's 
offer in extenso, sitys : "This was the 
proposition made by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to Manitoba. The Federal 
Government undertook that . if this 
scheme, which it will he seen is virtually 
the system of this province, the remedial 
bill would be withdrawn, and the rights 
and privileges declared by the Privy 
Council to belong lo the minority would 
not be further insisted on." 

It will be remembered that the Sun is 
a New Brunswick paper read chiefly by 
New Brunswickers. If it had misrepre- 
sented the nature of the Ottawa proposi- 
tion in the least, if the scheme outlined 
in that proposition hears no re- 
Bomblance to the system in oper- 
ation in New Brunswick, its 
readers would instantly discover the at- 
tempt to impose upon them and it b 
statement would ba emphatically denied 
not only by the Opposition newspapers 
but by hundreds of its readers of its own 
party. In fact the Sun, which is one of 
the best and ablest papers published in 
the Maritime Provinces, would not have 
ventured to affirm the resemblance of 
the proposition of the Commissioners to 
the New Brunswick system if they were 
not in substance nearly alike. The Man- 
itoba Government, therefore, rejected a 
compromise that had been voluntarily 
made by the opponents of the denomin- 
ational school system in New Brunswick 
with the Roman Catholic minority— a 
compromise, too, which has worked well 
and stood the test of years. 

LA DRIER'S BOAST. 

Mr. Laurier the other day repeated in 
Valleylield, in the County of Beau- 
harnois, P.Q., what he has repeatedly 
said in different forms in hip own and 
other provinces. " That question " (the 
Manitoba school question) " would he 
settled equitably and honorable when he 
had the power to do so." This is as 
much as saying that the school question 
with the Manitoimns is not a question of 
principle, but a mere party issue and 
that when once the Conservatives are 
•out of the way Mr. Greenway and his 
Liberal friends will settle it not only 
without the slightest difficulty but 
without any reference to the 
wishes and predilections of the 
people of the province. It also 
implies that the proposition of 
the peace Commissioners, Sir Donald 
A. Smith and Messrs. Desjardins, and 
Dickie, was rejected, not because it was 
inherently bad or impracticable, but be- 
cause it was made by men of the Liberal 
Conservative party on behalf of a Liber- 
al Conservative Government. This is 
really what Mr. Laurier means and what 
his followers mean when they say that 
when the Liberals get into power they 
will settle the school question in double 
quick time. 

The organ of the Manitoba Govern- 
ment, the Winnipeg Tribune, sees the 
dilemma in which this affirmation of 
want of principle on the part of Manito- 
bans places them, and it devotes a good 
deal of its space in a late issue in trying 
to show that the Manitoba school ques- 
tion is not a plaything in the hands of 
Greenway and Sifton, Laurier and Charl- 
ton, and the rest of the Grit politicians. 
It says : 

One of the stock claims of those who 
are always anxious to find an excuse lo 
support "the policy of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, has been that the Greenway 
government, refused to make any settle- 
ment of the school question, but was 
keeping it open to help the Liberal party 
in tne coming Dominion elections. Such 
a contention will now have to be drop- 
ped, in view of the position which Sir 
Donald Smith, the principal one of the 
three federal delegates Hent up bore to 
negotiate a settlement, takes with regard 
to the bona fides of the local govern- 
ment. 

The testimony given by Sir Donald 
to the government of this province, 
makes it necessary for the coercionists 
and their organs, who have been malign- 
ing the people of this province, to change 
the tune which they have been playing 
so long about Mr. Greenway being more 
concer ned to help the Liberal party than 
to secure a settlement of the vexed ques- 
tion. 

The Tribune must now see that it is 
Mr. Laurier and his friends and follow- 
ers, who, by the confident assertion of 
the ability of the Grit politicians to set- 
tle the question, throw doubt upon the 



earnestness and the sincerity of the 
Manitobano on the school question. All 
that the Conservative newspapers do is 
to give expression to the conclusion 
to which they are forced by 
the confident boasts which Mr. Laurier 
and his followers nre continually mak- 
ing of the ease with which they can set- 
tle the question when, they get into 
power. The Tiibnne must see that 
those boasts imply that the Manitobans 
are, in the opinion of the Gri t Leader, 
not acting upon any fixed principle, but 
that they are ready, when the Liberals 
get into office, to Bink their objections to 
separate schools and to forget their fear 
of the " hierarchy of Quebec " and make 
a satisfactory and a comfortuble com- 
promise with the minority. It cannot 
but see that it is the bragging Grits who 
reproach the people of Manitoba by tak- 
ing for granted that they are wholly de- 
void of principle, and not the Conserva- 
tives, who only accept the conclusion to 
which they are driven by Mr. 
Laurier and the rest of the Grits. 



A CONSERVATIVE VIEW. 

The Vancouver News-Avertiser, in an 
article on the coming campaign, com- 
ments good-naturedly on the rose-color- 
ed prognostications of the Liberals, and 
at the same time shows how little ground 
they have for the confidence they so 
effusively express It winds up by say- 
ing : 

Without a policy, the Liberals are 
still without a leader on whom all will 
unite. A few months ago we were told 
that Mr. Laurier had the entire confi- 
dence of the party. Now it is not de- 
nied that bucIi dissatisfaction prevails 
that Mr. Laurier himself has been to To- 
ronto to urge Sir Oliver Mowat to as- 
sume the leadership. Two years ago 
we were told that the Liberal premiers 
of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
would both abandon the Provincial for 
the Dominion field, so assured were they 
that they each carried a Dominion Cab- 
inet position in his political knapsack. 
Now, not only has all such talk died out, 
but the press of the Maritime Provinces 
is lamenting the hopeless outlook for the 
Liberal cause in those parts. In Ontario 
no Icbs than five prominent Liberals 
have declined the nominations of local 
conventions, preferring to look on while 
others go to sure defeat. A leaderless 
party without a policy is not a spectacle 
to enthuse the electors. Although the 
Conservatives will not have the Gld 
Chieftain at their head, the policy which 
he gave them will still guide them to 
victory on the day of election. 

CONSUL WALLER'S CASE. 

Very little indeed has been heard 
about the case of John L. Waller, 
formerly United States consul at Tama- 
tave, Madagascar, who was arrested by 
the French military authorities in Mada- 
gascar, summarily tried and sentenced 
to twenty years imprisonment. 

If Mr. Waller is to be believed his 
case was one of very great hardship. 
Shortly after the occupation of Tamatane 
by the French Mr. Waller, who was a 
resident of thecity, wrote tohis wife who 
was in a different part of the country 
telling her the news generally and ''par- 
ticularly describing," he says, " assaults 
made on me by the French soldiers and 
also the assaults of the French soldiers 
committed on women at Tamatave. I 
said nothing about the number of 
French troops in the city, or anything 
that could be of use to the enemies of 
the French forces." 

On Mareh 5 Mr. Waller was arrested. 
He was told that be had violated the or- 
der of January IK, 1893, regarding send- 
ing any letters except through the 
French port, and also that he had vio- 
lated one of the articles of the French 
code by corresponding with the enemy 
regarding French operations in Tama- 
tave. Forty-eight hours were given 
him to prepare his defence. His 
counsel told his judges that 
the charges against him would 
be laughed out of a civil court. The 
trial took place on March 30 and it last- 
ed just une hour. But short as it was it 
was a very serious trial for Mr. Waller, 
as the judge condem ued him to twenty 
years imprisonment. A new trial, how- 
ever, -was accorded him before a court- 
martial composed of officers of a higher 
rank than those who had condemned 
him. The sentence of the former court 
was confirmed. This is what Mr. Wal- 
ler says about the way in which he was 
treated : 

" 1 was placed on the steamer Djem- 
nah on March Ti, bound for .Marseilles, 
a voyage of lour weeks. On reaching 
the boat I was compelled to sit on a plat- 
form in the hold, right under the hatch- 
way, witli my ankles chained to a huge, 
iron bar. I could not lie down. 

" The rabble of Tamatave boarded the 
ship and spat at me and reviled me. J 
appealed to my guard and to the French 
soldiers. They only laughed. I lay all 
night, powerless to move, with the cold 
rain beating upon me. I could not eat 
when breakfast was brought to me. 1 
was trembling with chill and begged for 
a cup of tea, but one of the soldiers 
drew his sabre and forced me to eat. I 
was released from my chains for ten 
minutes each morning and each after- 
noon. All my efl'ects had been taken 
from me. 

" I had no change of clothing and I 
had only a franc and a half. I gave 
this to a French soldier at Zanzibar to 
buy me some oranges. He told me next 
day that he had lost it. A corporal of a 
French battery at Zanzibar protested 
against the treatment they were giving 
'me and my chains were removed. 

"A French captain of an Algerian 
regiment came aboard at Obock, opposite 
Aden, When he saw me released he 
said I was an enemy of France, and 
threatened to cut my throat. That night 
he took me from my stateroom after 
11 o'clock and ordered me to go up on 
deck ahead of him. As I preceded him 
up the companionway ho struck me on 
the back of the head, knocking me down. 
Fearful for my life, I knocked him down. 



Ho rushed at mo again and I knocked 
him down again and called for protec- 
tion. Two of the ship's company came 
up, and, assisted by several French 
soldiers, took the French captain away. 

''At Marseilles I was placed in a 
filthy prison. I was soon taken, hand- 
cuffed to two other prisoners, to the 
military prison at Claravaux, where the 
food was so bad that, I could not retain 
it. The doctor had better food sent to 
me. From Claravaux I was sent to 
Nismes, where I was kept in a solitary 
cell, but allowed to exercise two hours 
each clay." 

After being kept iu prison eleven 
months Mr. Waller was released through 
the interposition of the United States 
Government. That he was released is 
strong proof that the sentence against 
him was unjust, as in fact it was. Mr. 
Waller attributes the severity of his 
treatment to the fact that ho had re- 
ceived a grant from the Government of 
Madagascar of twenty-five square miles 
of land which the French wi&hed 
to get hold of. " Fortunately for me," 
he says, "I had succeeded in sending 
the title out of the country on February 
27, 1895. That was six days before I 
-was arrested." If the French authori- 
ties had been able to lay their hands on 
it. it is evident Mr. Waller believes he 
would never have seen it again. 

The curious thing about this Waller 
case is that so little has been said about 
it by the American press. Had 
British officials, civil or military, 
used a United States consul in 
Die way Waller was used, there 
would have been a long and a noisy 
agitation, and whether Mr. Waller had 
been to blame or not, the whole British 
nation would have been sweepingly con- 
demned by the indignant Americans. 
How is it that the French authorities, 
who treated Mr. Waller, to say the least, 
harshly, are hardly censured by our 
neighbors'.' 

ABOUT THE SIZE OF IT. 

The Montreal Gazette in its quiet way 
says: "Mr. Laurier at Valleylield 
again promised that if he was returned 
to power the Manitoba school question 
would be quickly settled. This is 
another reason for thinking that the 
whole difficulty is a put up affair of the 
Liberal party. Liberals passed the 
Manitoba school laws ; Liberals began 
the agitation against it outside of Mani- 
toba; now Liberals want to be given the 
job of settling it."

Tan gospel service of song conducted 
by the pastor, Rev. P. C. L. Harris, at 
'Congregational church on Sunday night 
was well attended by a large congrega- 
tion, who enjoyed the excellent singing. 

Lou Kek, a Chinese laborer, died on 
Sunday from the effects of a very heavy 
dose of opium. An inquest touching his 
death was conducted yesterday, when it 
was stated that Lou used a tael can of 
opium on Saturday night. It was not 
shown by the evidence that the unfortu- 
nate had any intention of taking his 
life. 

Adjournments were the order in the 
■city police court yesterday, the case of 
Mrs. Babchuck, charged as a receiver of 
stolen property, going over until Thurs- 
day, and the information against Geo. 
J.Cook, for- assaulting Mrs. Salloway, 
being adjourned until Friday for a decis- 
ion. In this latter case Mr. S. D.Schultz 
appeared for the defence and the evi- 
dence was all put in. 

The local Y.M.C.A. is keeping in line 
with other associations on this continent 
bv holding the closing exercises of 
their educational classes on Wednesday 
evening. Over "22,800 different students 
attend "the classes connected witli the 
various associations, which are termed 
the "gaslight colleges.

•Capt. Morse is well known to old-timers 
here, and was at one time in command of 
the steamer Dakota on the Puget Sound 
route. He has followed the sea since 
1844, when lie shipped as a cabin boy at 
ten years of age, ami since then has 
made many eventful voyages, winning 
his way by hard work to the command 
of an ocean liner. Me has been in all 
parts of the world, and being of an ob- 
serving nature has a rich store of adven- 
tures and incidents of all climes to draw 
upon. In San Francisco his lectures at- 
tracted very favorable attention, as the 
captain lias a thoroughly interesting 
style and a fund of dry humor anil na- 
tural wit that kept his audiences in a 
constant state of laughter. Capt. Morse 
illustrates his lecture with stereopticon 
views gathered by himself in various 
parts of the globe, and is also remarka- 
bly clever in sketching for his audience 
with the crayon. 

The case of TJrquhart v. Urquhart 
was tried yesterday before Mr. Justice 
Drake and a common jury. This was 
an action brought by Alexander 
Urquhart, executor for the eslate of the 
late Capt. Urquhart, against the cap- 
tain's widow, to have it declared that 
the house and lot on Menzies street oc- 
cupied by Capt. TJrquhart at the tune of 
his death belonged to the estate and not 
to Mrs. Urquhart. It appears that de- 
ceased at one time had given his wife a 
deed of conveyance of the property and 
subsequently she had executed a recon- 
veyance to him. The defence was that 
the reconveyance was placed in escrow 
and was not to take effect except in the 
event of Mrs. Urquhart dying before her 
husband. Subsequently deceased ob- 
tained possession of the deed and it has 
since been destroyed. After Urquhart's 
death the executors gave Mrs. Urquhart 
some prior title deeds and she obtained 
registration of the property in question 
in her own name. It was charged by 
plaintiff that defendant was not justified 
in destroying the deed from herself to 



Capt. Urquhart. The jury brought in a 
verdict in favor of defendant. Mr. Bod- 
well for plaintiff; Mr. W. J. Taylor for 
defendant. 

Mrs. Jane Stark, a native of Durham, 
England, died on Sunday last at her res- 
idence, on Cormora street, being in 
her 68th year. The funeral is arranged 
to take place on Wednesday.

CRANSTON V. BIRD. 

A Deportee by the Hawaiian Government 
Appeals Against the Non Suit by 
Mr. Justice Drake. 

A reminiscence of the Hawaiian revolu- 
tionary troubles came up before the full 
court yesterday in the appeal of Cran- 
ston v. Bird. Cranston with two other 
men, Mueller and Johnstone, were im- 
prisoned by the provisional government 
of Hawaii early in 1895, on suspicion of 
being mixed up in the last little unsuc- 
cessful uprising of the royalists. The 
three men were deported by orders of 
the provisional government and placed 
on board the Canadian-Australian liner 
Warrimoo, commanded by Capt. Bird, 
on February 2, 181)5. Capt. Bird, before 
he received the men, had a letter from 
the Hawaiian government, signed by 
Hon. T. M. Hatch, minister of foreign 
affairs, agreeing to indemnify him for 
any expenses or trouble in consequence 
of the deportation. The government 
placed the men on the steamer in charge 
of half a dozen policemen, who stayed 
with the Warrimoo until she was several 
miles from Honolulu and then returned 
home in the pilot boat. 

When the deported men were landed in 
Vancouver a suit was taken out by Cran- 
ston for $50,000 damages against Capt. 
Bird and James Huddart, manager of 
the steamship company, the plaintifT 
alleging that his business had been de- 
stroyed and his reputation injured by 
reason of bis being forcibly deported. 
At the trial tin; defendant took the 
ground that neither Bird nor Mr. Hud- 
dart could be held responsible for what 
was an act of the Hawaiian government. 
Martial law existed al Hawaii at the 
time Cranston was put on board the 
Warrimoo by order of the government. 
Capt. Bird was in this way only acting 
as an agentof the Hawaiian government, 
and the deportation being an act of 
state and sovereignty, it was only the 
government t hat was responsible. Mr. 
Justice Drake granted a non-suit, and 
from this judgment the present appeal 
was taken. The whole of yesterday was 
taken up in argument and it will be 
continued to-day. Mr. John Campbell 
appears for plaintiff (appellant); Mr. E. 
P. Davis, (i.C; for respondent.

FRENCH GAIN. 

Surrender of an Important Island in the 
South Seas. 

San Fraxcisco, April 20.— The Brig 
City of Papeete, from Tahiti, brings 
news that Queen Mamea of the Island 
of Raiatea, in the South Seas, has sur- 
rendered to her old enemies, the French. 
The Queen, according to the reports, is 
now thoroughly subdued and beyond 
(living further trouble. Queen Mamea 
has reigned over Raiatea nearly a score 
of years. Her subjects numbered about 
1,000 people, fierce and uncivilized. 
Many efforts were made to conquer 
her without avail. A few months ago 
a Drench gunboat appeared at the 
island and in the night landed a strong 
force. In the morning the Queen found 
herself surrounded, and was compelled to 
surrender. She gave the French com- 
plete sway over the island, with the con- 
dition that she be still recognized as 
Queen. France is to control the ship- 
ping, which is said to be very valuable, 
and is to be permitted to establish a 
coaling station at the principal harbor. 
When the Papeete left Tahiti the French 
gun boat was anchored at Raiatea. The 
English are said to oppose French pos- 
session of the island, and will ask that 
it be restored to Queen Mamea.

Victoria's Professional Baseball 
Team— Complete Sketches of 
the Members. 



Nanaimo, April 20.— (Special)— Nnnai- 
mo's painful experiences in the football 
field are at length over, for which her 
most sincere well-wishers cannot feel 
otherwise than profoundly thankful. 
Few provincial teams haver ever suffered 
more bitter humiliation that the Athlet- 
ics, whose career of misfortune was ap- 
propriately closed for the season last Sat- 
urday by a defeat at the hands of the 
Wellington club, at Wellington, by no 
less than 5 goals to nil. The Athletics 
have on several previous occasions 
quaffed deeply of the cup of misery, but 
Inst Saturday they drained it to the 
ilregs, and their average condition nowa- 
days is ono of brooding and reflective 
melancholy . The humorous or pathetic 
aspect of the matter is that the team 
left for Wellington in a fatuously san- 
guine mood. In fact, they anticipated, 
though wherefore is a mystery, an easy 
victory over their opponents and on 
reaching the ground not a few of their 
backers offered even money on the issue, 
which, strange to s:>y, was not accepted. 
The Welltngtonians are in conseip:ence 
kicking themselves vigorously and using 
bad language, while our own mm feel 
that the preservation of their " dough " 
is BO'.ne sort of consolation for defeat. 

It cannot fairly he pretended by way 
of palliation that the Nanaimo team was 
not really representative of its best, 
players, for among its members were 
Mat Dufiie, A. Forrester, A. Thompson, 
C. Banford and F. English — usually re- 
garded as the prince of full backs. It is 
time that Fitzgerald, Olds, Medill and 
George Gray have only recently been re- 
cruited from among the juniors, but two 
days before the match ttiis fact was not 
considered to be a criterion of inferiority. 
On the other hand, Olds, above all others, 
has hitherto been looked upon as a 
coming man, his extraordinary fleetuess 
of foot pre-eminently qualifying him for 
rapid and effective work among the for- 
wards. The true explanation of Nanai- 
mo's defeat is contained in three words 
— want of practice. The best individual 
players in the world, bunched together 
for the first time and pitted against a 
properly organized team, can scarcely ho 
expected to prove successful. Since the 
draw between these two teams, a fort- 
night ago, Wellington has been practic- 
ing assiduously, and the natural result 
was seen on Saturday in a vast superi- 
ority over our own men, and a well de- 
served victory. 

" A prolific source of weakness in 
Nanaimo's team was the disorganized 
condition— collectively — of the back divi- 
sions, though English, Duffie and For- 
rester played a hard game. Medill was 
speedy, but lacked judgment; McKin- 
nell at centre forward was a trifle un- 
certain; and A. Thompson not in 
fettle. W. Grey and C. Bam ford, on 
their respective wings, did the best 
work, and Olds made a few good runs. 
The Wellington team has improved won- 
derfully since the match with the Wan- 
derers, and showed uniform excellence. 
Hlakely is an absolutely reliable full 
back, Fisher a star half, J. Richards an 
exceptionally good centre forward, while 
Campbell and Haddon on the right 
wing are, perhaps, the cream of the for- 
wards. Four goals fell to Wellington in 
the first half and one in the second, 
scored as follows: 1st, McKay; 2nd, 
Campbell; 3rd, Graham; 4th, Camp- 
bell ; 5th, Graham. 

P.McIhoy.the referee, gave a good deal 
of dissatiaiaction, his decisions being 
glaringly biassed in favor of Wellington. 

BASEBALL. 

VICTORIA S TEAM COMPLETK. 

Downs, the Toronto player, arrived 
Sunday afternoon, and the Victoria 
league team is now complete. He 
showed up with the balance of the team 
in the practice yesterday morning and 
afternoon , and is certainly a fine fielder 
and batter. Victoria's outfield should 
be on a par with, if not superior to, the 
men filling similar positions in the 
other league cities. Many baseball en- 
thusiasts in the city who have watched 
Victoria's team at practice have un- 
hesitatingly said that it is a strong ag- 
gregation and that Portland will have 
to work to win the opening game, as 
both Glenalvin and Klopf are out to 
win. Darby will probably pitch for 
Victoria, and judging from the speed he 
is developing the Portland sluggers will 
fan considerably during the game. 

Here is a sketch of some of the men 
whose names will ligure prominently in 
the excited discussions that will soon 
take place among the "fans" who are 
never at a loss to give the exact reason 
why a game was won or lost. 

Gus Klopf, Victoria's captain, is 5 
feet 9 inches in height and weighs 105 
pounds. He has had a successful career, 
having played with the following teams: 
Minneapolis, '89 and '88; St. Joseph, 
Mo., '89; Spokane, Wash, "JO, '91 and 92; 
Sacramento, '93; Milwaukee, '94and'95. 
His batting average was .347 and fielding 
average was .923 for last season, ranking 
third among the third basemen of his 
league. Gus is a worker and says he has 
a fine team, who may be counted upon 
to do good work, lie has already made 
many friends in the city by his unussum- 
insr and genial manner. 

Frank A. Whaling, Victoria's giant 
first baseman, is feet 3 inches high 
and weighs 201 pounds ; the team has 
already nick-named him "Baby." 
Whaling swings a bat that weighs 40 
ounces. He is a " kid " in years, being 
onlv 20 years old. Whaling began play- 
ing ball in Terre Haute, Ind., with the 
league team of that city. Last year he 
played with Kalamazoo in tho Michigan 
league, Babbitt, Victoria's short stop, 
being on tho same nine. Last winter he 
wore a Los Angeles uniform in the Cali- 
fornia league. His batting average is 
away up, being .325, and his fielding 
average is also of tho phenomenal order, 
.985. 

Norris O'Keil will hold down second 
bag. He is, to be exact, 5 feet 11 
inches in height and weighs 170 pounds. 
O'Ncil has been on the diamond so long 
that he forgets his early records. This 
i«, however, a brief sketch : He obtained 



bis earliest reputation at Hamilton col- 
lege in Clinton, Now York. Afterwards 
ho played in the following New York 
state teams: jOgdensbnrg, Buffalo, 
Utica and Elmira. He has played in 
the following Pennsylvania cities: Brad- 
ford, Allentown and Shamokin. He 
has played in Patterson and Atlantic 
City", in Now Jersey ; Waterbury, Con- 
necticut; Wilmington, Delaware; Kala- 
mazoo, Michigan; Charleston, South 
Carolina; New Orleans, Louisiana; Wil- 
mington, North Carolina; Montgomery, 
Alabama; Oakland, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. O'Neil is known as the 
famous "Tip," tlis batting average 
was 325 and. fielding .910 last year. 
O'Neil's experiences on tho diamond 
would fill a volume. He is a good base- 
runner and a hard worker, and is always 
in the game. 

George W. Darby is 5 feet 9J.J inches 
in height, weighs 155 pounds, and is 27 
years old. He was born in the Capital 
City of the United States, and began 
playing ball as a Holder in '88, playing 
in Kansas City in the Western League. 
In '89 he went to Denver, Col., in the 
same league, and there begun his career 
as a pitcher. He played in Peoria, 111., 
in the Interstate League in '90. In '91 
Portland. Oregon, '92, Omaha in the 
Western League; '93 with the Phila- 
delphia National League team, '94 with 
Kansas City in Western League. In '95 
lie began the season with Kansas City, 
and was transferred to Omaha, Nebraska. 
Darby has been wintering in California 
for the last nine years. He is in ex- 
cellent condition, and expects to dogood 
work in the opening games in Portland. 

Fred. Pequigney will play out in left 
field, lie is 5 feet 7 inches high, and 
weighs 155 pounds. He started playing 
ball in the Sun Francisco league team in 
'93, occupying the responsible position 
between second and third. In '94 he 
went to Lincoln, Nebraska, playing 
short, and ranked as one of tho 
best in-fielders in the league. 
Last year be played again with Lincoln, 
which team won the championship of 
the Western association. In fielding he 
ranked second in the league, and his 
batting average was "312. tie is a fast 
man on the bases and is looked upon as 
one of the best in Victoria's team,' being 
able to go behind the bat and receiving 
in a satisfactory manner. 

Edward Pitt will bo one of Victoria's 
crack pitchers. He is (1 feet high, 
weighs 190 lbs. and is 25 years of age. 
He hat: played in Tacoma and in Sacra- 
mento ; has cyclone speed, with line 
control of the ball, and expects to do 
some hitting to help his team win games 
this summer.

Capt. Foot reports 
the new Norgar wharf at Quatsinto as 
now complete and having a depth often 
feet of water alongside of it at low 
tide. The colonists, he savs, are all 
busy clearing their lands, devoting 
nearl y all their attention to this work 
instead of farming. On the return trip 
the Mischief had considerable difficulty 
in making a landing alongside the 
new wharf at Port San Juan, which is 
out of repair, and which Capt. Foot says 
should be attended to at once. If not 
immediately looked after, he believes it 
will be lost.' The Mischief loaded there 
the first consignment of cedar bolts 
which a man named Baird is shipping 
from that point to Victoria. There is 
500,000 feet of the lumber to be shipped, 
and the ties brought in on the .Mischief 
weigh over a ton. 

SEALING I'llOSPECTS IMPROVE. 

Better news than any previously re- 
ceived this year from the West Coast 
reached this city on Sunday through the 
arrival of the steamer Maude on her 
regular trip. She had not met a single 
schooner but reports seals to be plenti- 
ful allalong the coast and the weather 
splendid for killing them. Inasmuch as 
the did not meet any of the vessels, the 
indications are that they are at work 
and proh'ihly doing well. The Favorite, 
Capt. McLean, had reported at Kynquot 
on April 1 tritli a fair catch, some say 
of 234 skins and others of 450. The tine 
weather, however, has not long prevailed 
on the coast, and as the hunting season 
expires with this month no very large 
catches by any of the schooners art! ex- 
pected. The Maude brought to Victoria 
the following passengers: T. Hooper, 
A. Johmon, C. R, McDougal. E. An- 
drews, (i. Andrews, D. Ross, G. Parkin- 
son, A. Wiggs and S. Jackson. Mr. 
Hooper has been down to Xootka, where 
the new salmon cannery in which he is 
interested is building. The cannery, 
which will be one of the best equipped 
in the province, is rapidly nearing com- 
pletion, as it is intended to have it in 
operation this year. The Maude leaves 
for the coast again this evening. 

INWARD AND OUTWARD EMPRESSES. 

About 8 o'clock last evening the 
steamer Maude carried out to the R. M. 
S. Empress of Japan — en route to the 
Orient — the Victoria mails and twenty 
or more Chinamen. The steamship's 
saloon list of nassengers is as follows:

LOW IMUCKS rOK HALIBUT. 

Schooners Floyherg and Wenomah, 
and sloop Morning Star have arrived at 
Seattle from a halibut lishing expedi- 
tion. The Kloyberg and Morning Star 
expected to make a catch off Capes Scott 
and Flattery, In this they were disap- 
pointed. The schooner Carline, also 
from Alaska, arrived in Port Townsend. 
The Wenomah, which left Seattle about 
three weeks ago for the hanks off Cape 
Scott, brought back about 20,01)0 pounds 
of halibut, which were offered at 1 
cents, per pound. Fishermen complain 
of the low prices offered by dealers ami 
say they will not be able to go out for 
fish if there is not a change. For the 
20,000 pounds brought in by the 
Wenomah $800 is received. The incom- 
ing fishermen report a great scarcity of 
fish at Cape Scott and Cape Flattery. 

CHARTERED t"01t OODKISH1NQ. 

The American bark Km ma F. Harri- 
man is now on her way from San Fran- 
cisco to the Sound, where she will be en- 
gaged in the cod fishing industry which 
is shortly to be started at Seattle. The 
bark ought to arrive within a week or 
ten days, weather permitting. She will 
carry 000 tons of codfish. She is in 
charge of Capt. Malcolm McPhie, well 
known as an experienced fisherman and 
sailing master. It is the intention to 
send out forty men with the vessel, and 
a considerable force will be employ- 
ed at the sliOiO plant.

from a public hack and enter the infec- 
tions diseases hospital, and considering 
that a public hack should not be used 
for this purpose, she thought it her doty 
to write. Referred to medical health 
officer for report. 

A letter from the Chief Justice ac- 
knowledged the receipt of expressions of 
condolence of the council on the occa- 
sion of the recent bereavement of his 
household . 

A letter from the post office employees 
asked if it is the intention to demand 
the ifo per head tax from them, in view 
of tho recent decision by Mr. Justice 
Drake in the Bowell case. Referred to 
the city solicitor, after Aid. Cameron 
had stated that the position of this tax 
in Victoria is not quite the same as in 
Vancouver. 

A SCARCITY OF WOMEN. 

This was the next letter, during the 
reading of which the members ol the 
board were visibly affected I 

Toronto, April (i, 18U0, 
To the Mayor of Victoria, li. C. 

Dear Sir: — It having been represented 
by articles in the Nor'- Wester and Muil- 
fcfinpire that there is a great scarcity of 
women in the Northwest, and there being a 
great excess and over-crowding of women 
in Toronto and other Eastern cities of the 
Dominion, making it difficult for women of 
all classes to obtain luccrative employment, 
a number of philanthropic and charitably 
disposed persons in Toronto have been 
prompted to form an association for the 
promotion of emigration to that country. 
Ravine: been appointed chairman of a 
committee of inquiry to obtain information 
on the subject and to report at a subse- 
quent meeting, I write you direct to ask 
you to furnish me with any information on 
the subject, and to arty whether your body 
would be disposed to take an interest in 
the work. We should like to see a home 
and distributing committee established 
there, the work of which would he the re- 
ceiving of applications from persons re- 
quiring female help, ami the care 
and distribution of those w ho may emi- 
grate. I should also like to ascertain 
if the provincial government would give 
any assistance to the carrying on of the 
work, us that is a part and parcel of their 
emigration department's duty. The land 
commissioner of the CP. It. iscredited with 
having stated that the greatest need of the 
Northwest is women, for want of whom in 
all domestic relations in life the progress of 
the country is very much retarded and 
many bachelor farmers are giving up in 
discouragement and quitting the country. 

Statistics show that m ls:tl there was "a 
deficiency of over 20.000 women; this ratio 
is supposed to have increased from 40,000 to 
50,000. 

It is proposed to encourage only healthy 
women, who can furnish certiticates of re- 
spectability and guild moral character, to 
emigrate, and if there can lie any guaran- 
tee that such persons will be kindly re- 
ceived and well treated when they get 
there, we ran send you a large number of 
very excellent people during the coming 
spring. 

This would only be turning the tide of 
emigration away from the LT.S., where 
thousands go every year, to our own North- 
west and it is thought to be a worthy and 
patriotic movement in which to engage. 
1'heC.P.R. have offered to give every as- 
icc in their power to promote the cn- 
ise. As a public meeting will soon be 
at which I have to report, may I ask 
an early reply to this communication and 
oblige, yours respectfully,

Two of the professional cards of the 
writer|accompanied the letter, which 
was, on motion of Aid. Macmillan, re- 
ferred to the Victoria Council of Women.

Tenders for police clothing, five in 
number, were referred to a committee 
consisting of Aid. Humphrey, Cameron 
and Glover and the purchasing agent, 
for report. 

The streets committee recommended 
that tenders for street sprinkling be 
called for, on account of the death of 
the late contractor; that Walkley, King 
oc Casey be notified to return the rock 
crusher in as good condition as that in 
which they got it, and that the corpora- 
tion will pay for the new dies if re- 
quired. The report was adopted, and so 
was another report recommending that 
tenders he called for placing concrete 
gutters on Government street, from 
Yates to Fort, and on View Blreet, from 
Broad to Douglas ; and the purchase of 
a new Bteel street sprinkler of the most 
improved design, at a cost of $700. 

The same committee reported on the 
tenders for lumber, recommending the 
acceptance of the lowest of the six re- 
ceived, that of D. F. AdamB, at $0.75 
per thousand feet for rough lumber and 
$8.50 for dressed. This report was 
adopted. 

The by-law to amend the market by 
law was introduced by Aid. Cameron 
and read a tirst time. 

TUE WATERWORKS INQUIRY. 

The report of the majority of the select 
committee on the waterworks contract 
was then taken up. 

Ann. Cameron explained why he had 
not signed the report. One reason why 
he declined to sign wns. he said, the 
manner in which it had been drawn up 
by the chairman (Aid. Macmillan), as 
the report was not written out according 
to his idea of what was proper. Then 
he felt that the investigation was not 
complete, only one side having been 
heard; and while it was true that the 
advertisements did invite the contract 
ors to attend or be represented, the 
witnesses against them were directly 
summoned, and he felt that the 
contractors should have also received a 
direct invitation ; if he had been in the 
contractors' place he thought he would 
not have come without such an invita- 
tion. Then he thought it was straining 
a point to say that the evidence offered 
was all to the same effect, for one wit 
ness who appeared said he had no com- 
plaint to make, though things might 
nave been better ; and if this man had 
been left to himself his evidence would 
have ended there, but he was subse 
quently drawn out. He thought the 
chairman had gone too far in the report 
and had exceeded the authority given to 
the committee. Ho would, however, 
vote for the adoption of the report. 

Ald. Macmillan made a long speech 
in defence of the report. 

Ald. Partridge would not vote for the 
report because he objected to the way in 
which the investigation was carried on, 
the chairman of the committee having 
acted as prosecuting attorney, judge and 
jury; and other persons who would have 
given quite diil'erent testimony did 
not get a chance to be heard. One 
of these wns Howard Cameron, who sat 
in the room a long time without being 
called as he wished to be. 

Ald. Macmillan claimed that at the 
end of the inquiry he had given it gen- 
eral invitation to anyone who wished to 
come forward, and that iloward Camer- 
on was there then and had nothing to 
say. He remarked in conclusion, " Cf 
course I don't expect to please a family 
compact." 

A i. u. Gi.ovint thought the whole in- 
vestigation had been a farce, as it was 
outside the province of the council to 
deal with the kind of food and lodging 
supplied by the contractors. 

The majority report was the adopted, 
Aid. Macmillan, Williams, Marehant, 
Cameron and Humphrey voting for it, 
and Aid. Tiarks, Glover and Partridge

against. Aid: Wilson had leftthe meet- 
ing. The report signed by all the mem- 
bers was then adopted unanimously; 
and the minority report, signed by Aid. 
Macmillan, was next considered. This 
dealt with the log alleged to have been 
put in the masonry. It was referred to 
the engineer in charge, for report. 

Ald. Macmillan wanted to know 
what action it is proposed to take in 
view of the fact that the extension of 
time last asked for expired on the 31st of 
March, while a penalty of $ IU0 a day for 
delay in completion of the work is pro- 
vided for, and there is also a clerk of the 
works at f5 a day, kept there at the ex- 
pense of the city. It seemed to him 
that the work would not be finished for 
four or five months yet. 

Tub Mayor said he would ask the en- 
gineer for a report; as the contractors 
had stopped work for a certain number 
of days at Mr. Wilmot's request since he 
took charge, their time is probably not 
up yet. 

Mr. Jo rgen sen's letter read last week, 
dealing with the committee repi rts, was 
received and filed. 

The council then wont 'into com- 
mittee on the estimates of expenditure 
for the current year. The Mayor asked, 
first of all, for an expression of opinion 
as to the rate to he levied. In the dis- 
cussion which followed, Aid. Macmillan 
suggested increasing the general revenue 
by imposing a frontage rate for water, 
and making the liquor license fee (now 
$100) $500 for six months. 

Ald. Williams moved that the rates 
be 15 mills on land, 1% mills on im- 
provements, 2 mills on land and im- 
provements, ii for education purposes, 
and 1 mill for hoard of health. 

This being too big a matter to decide 
at that time of night Aid. Cameron 
moved that the committee rise and re- 
port progress, which was agreed to, the 
committee to sit again to-night. 

The council adjourned at 10.50 p.m. 



LAURIER'S PROSPECTIVE RETIRE- 
MENT. 

Rumor That the Leader is Anxious to Witb. 
draw From His Present Position. 

Quebec, April 20. — (Special) — Accord- 
ing to the St. John's Quebec News the 
truth about the retirement of Mr. Laurier 
from the Liberal leadership is that he 
was never a wealthy man, and has, since 
assuming the leadership of hi i u party, 
hud to neglect bis law practice almost 
entirely, and now he lias found it neces- 
sary to notify his friends that he cannot 
afl'ord to remain as leader of the oppo- 
sition forces much longer. In the event 
of the Conservative administration being 
again endorsed by the country it is 
pretty well understood that Mr. Laurier 
will sit as an ordinary member only. 



SPAIN AND CUBA. 

Schooner Laden With Provisions Fired Up- 
on—Fires in Mutanzas. 

Havana, April 20.— The gunboat Cen- 
tinela, commanded by Lieut. Gomezale 
I'uerta, while convoying a schooner hav- 
ing on board a number of soldiers and 
provisions, intended for the Spanish de- 
tachment at Zanja, on the river Canto, 
was fired upon by tho insurgents when 
entering the river. The insurgents were 
in strong force and occupied advantag- 
eous positions. The sailors on 
board the schooner replied to the 
enemy's fire and eventually repulsed 
them. Nine of the thirteen" men on 
hoard the gunboat were killed, and on 
board the schooner one soldier was 
killed and live wounded. As the am- 
munition supply on both vessels was 
exhausted, the gunboat steamed away 
and returned next, day with a fresh stock 
of cartridges, resolved to make another 
attempt to reach Zanja. At the en- 
trance of the river the gunboat was again 
lired upon, but although she only had 
four men, including Lieut. Puerta, on 
hoard, she succeeded in beating off the 
enemy and relieved the detachment at 
Zanja. 

The lieutenant and a ship's corporal 
of the gunboat were both seriously 
wounded. As a mark of appreciation 
for their gallantry they have been pro- 
posed for the cross of San Fernando, the 
moHt distinguished order of Spain, only 
given to those who performed acts of re- 
markable valor. 

The attention of tho public having 
been called to the frequent occurrence of 
fires in stores nnd commercial houses in 
Matanzas, the proprietors are recom- 
mended to have their property insured. 

Admiral Nevarro on hoard the cruiser 
Enzenada is going to inspect the coast 
service. Several additional skirmishes 
have taken place, during which the in- 
aurgents lost 15 killed, and the troops IS 
killed and 12 wounded. 

Later advices from the province of 
Pinar del Rio show that it is the in- 
surgent leader Pericodinz who was killed, 
and not Perieo del Gado, the well known 
insurgent leader of that name.

DUELLING IN GERMANY. 

The GoTcrnraent Considering Stringent Meas- 
ures to Secure Obedience to 
the Law. 

Bkrmx, April 20. — Ilcrr Bachera, 
Centrist, in tho reirhBtag to-day called 
upon the hotist! to take action to prevent 
the duelling scandals. He dwelt upon 
the. public indignation caused by the 
killing of Baron von Schraeder by Count 
von Kotze, and asked why the police 
hail let the meeting occur when they 
knew of Von Kotze'a intention to fight 
the baron. Continuing, Herr Bachem 
said the Prince Consort had obtained 
the abolition of the duel in England and 
asked why the Emperor could not find a 
remedy for it in Germany, (Cheers.) 

Dr. von Boetticher, minister for the 
interior, replied for the chancellor, 
Prince Hohenlohe, who, he said, was in- 
disposed and unable to attend. The 
government, he asserted, sincerely re- 
gretted the recent duel, but the authori- 
ties could not he blamed for failinc to 
prevent it. (Murmurs from members of 
the loft.) Dr. von Boetticher added that 
the duellists would always lind means to 
gain their end. However, Prince 
Hohenlohe was seriously meditating 
measures to assure respect for tho law 
upon the part of all classes.
